The fifth war , tho War of 1841 was so succoasful for Abbicanniay that

Simller nations not mwed had baon overthrow by Glandelinin, millions of chid

Tho wind of tho worse of those typhoons blow at a rato too high to be moasurå 
measured, tut certainly ono hundrod tines the volocity of the wildest tornada 
‘oeg. Tho vioince of tho vortex »rostrates, and sweeps awey whole forosts, 

and devastates tho strongest cities, raining waves on the Angelinian, Calvor 
inian, and Uc-Whirthian saas that overwhela the largest ships, and at tines 
swaps low islands. On tho advancing side of tho typhoons waich are. the 
wildest there is very littla rain or hail, hut as the storm sweeps over the, 
shore, and land, tho rain falls in blinding toren torrential shoots 
like torrtonts which aro driven horrizontally by tho wind and broken into 
blinding spray, so that objects bhecase invisible at a distant of thirty 
feoteTyphoons which threaten tho Calverinian coast, in winter, but which.

called Angolinian hurricanes, wiich exceed over ten thousand niles in cirom 
foronce, while the path of the whole typhoon storm outside of ite whirling 
destructive notion is nearly twelve th usand miles in width, its path of 
J doath and dostruction being less than two thousand miles, its greatest force 
being the oxtent of one thousand,, and ity greatest vacuum one hundre 
hundred milos» The centrifugal force devolped in gyration so coloso to tha 
axis is too ernoraous to be real, and tho diminution of the atmospeh 
R atmospheric pressure at the main center ls such as to create a wild vacuum 
W$ Whose tremendous roar could be heard for two hours before the wind strikese 
Henco whon a typhoon of this sort passos over a city, tho sudden exponsion 
nd onrush of air tears the houes houses to fragments in a very shori tine. 
z The whirling mess of air around the extensive axis moves solid masses many 
} thousands of tons in weight, and scatters toms like chaff on oither side 
5 of its path. The‘ genoral formation of these typhoons aro zn lio the tornadoes 
S but more quickere Dark cloids moot iroa opp-site sides of the sky in a hend 
i long rush. Gr Gyrator; motion is established and varm airy is dram up into 
the vortex frou below, while an ascending twisting column of air spreads 
) out spirially as it joins the clouds above, but as the storm progresses 
2 formard, and grows larger, the cons sa shapo cloud ; gots so lagro 
large that i: cannot be distinguishod as tho fora of a dark whirling funnel 
and as tho notion incransos in vocal, and violence, nearly tho entire 
funnel doconds untill it sweeps the sea. The colwam when full grom has a 
progrossive not ion that varies fras fifteon hundred to sixtesn hundred

and Angolinian coast in the oast.Of tho main doscription concerning the 60- 
called poovish typhoons is well to be rolatod. They ave really of different 
yaritios, and many varitios.One gonoral varity mem as the Spirian Tear dan 
nas threo varitiose One varity which is temporiarly mild in fury occurs 
only in tho nonths of July und August and this is the first varity which 
blows in n sha ilar way like tho jurricane out are far more violent and 
not quite so longe Theso hurricane like storas are not so long, but the +: 
worse kind which are described during and before the war are worth not ing. 
One of tho most noted is the trrific typhoon at Jennio Wron rom before tho 
battle occured thoreeNevor have theso storms got anything called luis. 
The first stora in chaptor one was also ono of theso kind, and the great 
typhoon that shipwrecked govorner Hanson and the rost at Calverine was one 
of theso storms, and another tore the city of Evangelista scnet ine before 
the Glandco~Angolinian war, a one that swept the Angolinian coast late 
in tho Surraer season of oighteen sevonty Wo. Tho nost violent of these had 
swept Jennie Wren Tom und other cities, and another groat ons occured dur 
ing the Inter Easter Season of Eighteen Fourty. Thore aro three reasons 
why those typhoons got such nanoseAs thoy aro gy ratoral in motion all 
threo of the varitdes are exceedingly violent and vehonont in forco, and 
wake such an indoscriable lanor that nothing olse can be hoarde 

Tho second reason is bocause they make such an angry roar in its a proavite. 
The third resson is because of its sudden outburst. The first varitioz 
aro genorally called hh hurricanes by tho Angolinians though that is not 
thoir proper ene». Teir character is notably differont, thoir forte nach 
Breu tor, ard their approach swift and clamourious like the torindos 

At tho advanci ng side of those typhoons the thunder Lightning and rainp 
rainfall is poculiarly violent, bab at tho roar , portions of the storm 
tho raintall is vory violent though there is very ‘ittle thunder and Light 
ning, and Tloode usually foliowe Thoso storus gonsrally occur ii tho ty 
phoon seasons which s is tho nonth of September, + o April, and May, 
though thoy have boon known to appear in tho other months as woll. But in 
tho ::onths naned they are umisually, and froquontly moro violent than 
over inaginode 


Tho first varity is gonorally called the Sirocannian Typhoon. 
The second varity gonorally occurs fras the month of October to April, but 
are nore frequont in Ovtover, than in any of the other months. Their velocity 
is never accurately hiown.They are oxceedingly destructive and extremely 
wild, the Salnblanian tynhoona a good deal boing its rosanblanco. 
Thoy advance zike tho tornado making a roar heard for 
uiles in its approach. The rush of tho conflicting olouonts is soothing 
terrific, tho violence of the wind carrying all before ite Tho thunder and 
lightning is siatlarly violent throughout the wol os stora, aad inako raging 
floods» This stora is gensrully called the Spirian Toarian typhooneTno 
Third varity is in the fora like tho tornado. Bu“ however they aro the 
wildeste Tho force of such a storu camiot be doscribodeThey are 
completely v gyratoral in motion, and advanco in a nore straight course 
than the other two varities. Their duration is soldon wore than two hours 
and theis velvcity is gonorall, unaccountable, oving at a rata contrary 
to its tresondous whirling volceity.Thoir fury at isas can chinga the 
region swept by them into a goneral wind holl, and terrific are the 
circumstance that tollow in its wake. By the Angolinians they are called 
the Dewonedanian TYPHOONS? by the Abbieanninns the Salabdlanian Tornadoes. 
Jennie Wren rom vas predicted struck by one of these during 
the last day of March Eighteen Fourt y One, which slew throo iandred thousand 
people, and destroved property valued at three hundred million dollars alone 
in thas cits, and its suvroucding districts.’ It gavo not the slightest warn 
ing,’ and its roar wns only hoard when w within grasp of the alread; doared 
citys Hundrads of toms ani cities wore wrockad the coast os the Island of 
Hickencile, und tho main land cf Calvesinin suffering the greatest, as thore 
incapable dan; Hamaga as. dono -Por “thu che-dfstimd7o2 “two thorn “fives. .

abou? throo willion, threo lundred thousand poople, and dostroying two 
iundrod citios, ad and iundreds of villingos and largo g. 

Ansthor in Augst of tho sane year which tore across the coast of 
Trotestent ia killing five hundred thousands, and destroying three hundred 
towns and cities. Again the whore of Protestentia was swept tho year 

ter in the naue month, by a gyratoral typhoon of the Thrid varity, 
which destroyod five million poople, and caused so mich damage that 
‘Abbieannin and other nations had to go to tho aid of the severely smiten 
nation. Mormomuin the sane month was swept by a hellish Terrocdan typhoon 
which tore across her southern and western coast and screaming like a 
sea filled with denons, destroying thousands of cities, and tows, and 
prot prostrating whole forests, with a loss of life that wms unaccountable, 
or never accurately estimted, though sixteen uillion, and thirty million 
injured had been extracted. within two weet: n weeks after the fright

: t millions of trees, a thousand feet high, and fourtecn hundred foot 


in cirowastance cirewaferences, and raised wavos along the const that 

swept fourteon idles inuland. e next year the year of Angelinin Agathias 
disaster in the month of March :‘ickencile was agnin visis visited by a 
strange and most peculiar typhoon never listed among the named storus of 
such varities ever known. But though a strange storm, its forco was sonothing

though it is stated that the eastern Ifc-Thirthian seas may be respn r 
responsible on accoxbt of tho hot abaosphere over its surface. 

South or northely winds fron the Angelininn seas west of 
in [dekencile cenorally drive these extensive hot weves across the eastern 
“e-Whirthian seas with great speed, whose opposing currents of winds fron 
the cooler Calverinian sens, and fraa tho winter regions of Calverinia 
and Angelinin cenorully starts these terrizic and destructive storms 
which travels northeastward and amihilates all before it. These strange 
and terrific tt typhoons generally forn in tho extreme southern regions 
_Seventy thousand miles scuthwest southwest of tho group of the great 
Tisngiglonenean islands, and some of the fiercest further south or north 
also crossing the regions of Abbieannin and Concontinian shores. here 
are eight others of the Spirian Lear ian typhoons. ncbann in typhoons 
of mild force called gales, which nove in any course, and do little or 
no darago. hey probably form at small distances am have a short wy to 
travel, and do not have ach ‘much force. Their velocity is about eighty

The Spiritan Toarinn and Vonondentnaina are meh 
alike in thoir force, but the Spirinn Tear ian nt times ec exceeds thom 
all. The third vai varity is called a Sucanneninn rich like the ‘Yellow 
death that struck 1 n Hankono 41e. he dr path is one thousand miles, 
and t thoir force is gradual but dangerous. They are mish dreaded by the 
sailors, but these storus nevortholoss seldom hit the shores of the main 
land.Tf they did people would have to live in caves and not Imilt houses. 
The fourth varity swoopts in the. region’ called the vovils Blow Hole 
and are called the Banboboc dan “yphoon. Thet ‘They aro real Zerrocinnn too 3 
but of four days duratii , duration, and these wind storus known as the 
bleck death genorally become n Spirian Tour aun. hey are very extensive 
their distance being far howe e howover so far that thoy have nover boon 
known to hit the shore. ut the hellish destruction witnessed by sailors 
on 18 lands, and by the inhibitatnts give reason for these storus to be 
dreaded. Thoy are the longest storms for thair duration, and are the 
wildest typhoons known, and no tornado can evor equal thoir speed or viol 
encod. 
The fifth verity mich like the fourth though still , longor in duration 
üre not mich dreaded as they nover hit the land or shore line, but they 
` are feured by the sailors, and no s` ships sail out duri g the season of for 
these storms. They are called tho ` Jin 1enlan typhoon. The: sixth varity 
also mich alike the Fourth io called the 114 710 dr ian Typhoon. Thoir volicity 
is not known but ‘nevertholess they call carty all bof ore it. Their path 
ds often five hundred miles wind.Shamberlane and Ophelia got ono of 
theso during the month od Decomber on tho first day. Thoir onrush is most 
swift and terrific, and cones: without the slightest warning despite the deaf 
ening clauor ini its approach. The seventh varity is called the yirthrocen 
dann Typhoon. Thoir cause is very mysterious but their character is moh 
like the Spirian T earian though of longer duration generally raging 
‘for three to fi ve days. Thoy are peculiar typhoons and are simlar to 
the fourth varity aa their approach is marked by intense blackness of 
clouds marked at intervals by tre,s tremendous mrad lights 
known as typhoon lights. “heir occurance is very rago rare along 
the coast, but froquvt out at sen, and form only whon the hoat waves of 
are of a yours duration. Thoir formetions are gonerally at the devils blow 
hole and thoir path is often eleven thousand miles and their regular force 
is unknonn. hey alone do not start with gradual fury. They my be inscdious 
Spirdan Ty Tearian Typhoons of exceedingly great violenceas as they are 
clamorous in their approach. They approach frequently on a hot after noon 
in all months of the sumer. “ere are the greatest typhoons listed.

At four or 

five ocloc this stom broke with a frightful roar, one hundred million de 

mons sogning to have been left loose, the artillery Like roar of the dastruct 

icn having caused all the listoners to stand appalled. A fow mimites had 
passed in that boaitufl beautiful city of calmanrinia, and most of the 

inhibetants had beon caught in an almost preternatural whirl of unseen forces 

thousands upon thousands fall g doad undor maelstraxes of crashing tinbors 

while thoisands upon thousands of othors were’ scratched bruised or maimed 

in tho chaoss of dobris that swirled and fell.

the propsrty loss in the city of jonnie quner and Angel ine ;icheo alone as 
$I00,000,000, and'a list of five million to sixtesn million dead in tho whole 
storms path along. The largest muibers wes crushed in the ruins of falling 
clurchos which had sustained the storus worse fury being reduced into shatte 
shattered ruins at the first onsot of tho stora alono.In tho oity of Jennie 
Richee alono tho dead and injured atnounted to about 500,000. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTIONS OF THE DRSTRUCTION OF H, LITA 
AGATHTA AD IT'S HORRORS. 


This city lay on tho southwest coast of calverinia and was in the path of the 
sano stor that s toro Abbicannias coast on that fatal pastor Sunday. The 
forenoon of that Raster Sunday though the weathor had baon and wis 8401 
quite windy and wintry, with n snow covered ground was nevertholeas beautiful 
with a coreno sky and a fine frigid breeze blowing fran tho northwest with 
occasional snowstorms scattored hore and thore. .: To previous days hodvwovor 
however had boon umaunlly cou cold and snowy for ovon that part of the year 
for such hard winters as Calverinia and soutiorn Abyso‘nkile has, and all 
that forenoon of that Fastor gunday at tho scuthorn coast of galvorinia a sove 
severe blizzard had boon raging in all its fury, but tho western horizon under 
the snow clouds unoticed by anz one in Angolinia Agathin had appeared to 
have an orange colored tint. At six oclock in the morning tho snowstorm having 
then started a fiery yellow otroak had hoon noticed by thoso of tho simnl 
station nen along the coast which had appoared along tho horizon frar south 
west to northeast which before the snowstorm really broke had increased with 
great intensity, and when it noared the zonith that afternoon won the snow 
stoni suddenly abated a black portent of clouds appoarod along the horizon 
and the atmosphere though wintr winter appeared to be oidden ty filled with 
an oppresive rad dende. 

At ff beon nimes after six in tho evening a dull booing noise proceeded 
half an hours coughing sound which was heard along the horizon and which 
rene abled the distant dun of furious waves strewsing over a rocky shore. 

The peculinr noise increnged gradually but quickly and et six thirty tho 
st ort! broke... It broke with a roar resonbling the discharge of the 
heaviest cannons. Such wild scenes“ of desc destruction followed that it could 
never be corren correctly be tolde 

Before the violent bas blasts of the qinds winds the hundreds of 
thousands of buildings were torn ta pieces, the best and strongost boing 
leveled clear to their fcindations.In additicns to tho horrors occasioned 
by the full fury of the great typhoon, the devoted inhibatants who survivied 
survived were exposed to the ravages of fire. In the darkness of tho stormy 
night tho whole city appeared af ire in a thousand difforent places at onoo 
which became so bright that any ono could read by it, and if it had not been 
forthe torrents of rain s snow and sleet falling that proceeded the great 
typhoon the fire would have consumed everything.Sothough the fires cont imed 
they could not becaio a genoral conflargrution. 


DESTRUCTION OF EVANGRLISTIA. 


In the whole history of all typhoons no mattor whoro they occured nc dooth cr 
doatruction can bo compared with any other storm that the frif frightful 
black squall or saraicocinian which had after a twenty fours hours progressive 
| movenents in ono dirssticn mowed a mw wide and grewsano path along the 
Calverinian coast during the long n and tiresone glandco-Abbieannian var 
of I84I. Tt wes really ungparra, 1I1ed and oven exceeded: the fierce ,bbisannian 
disastors of those two sad and oventful Easter sundays. Tt wos the sane storm 
that swept over the northorn Angolinian coast which almost blew tho oity 
of Evangolistin off the map ontirely, and caused all of the rivers in Calver 
inia to make the greatest and most extensive floods in the history of floods 
and caused a loss of lives that exceeded all lons of lives in any storm 
evor knowne Calmanrinia francis fortunately had not beon in the direct path 
of this gigant ic twister but it was isolated from the ruined cities, partly 
flooiad, and tha laga of lives in a near by city was novor accuratelt nom. 
As oven predicted the fair city of Evangollizatin' (Angelinin) was bar 
| ricaded by the rango of pondon and yivian jjoursdans.The great and mall cathor 
ine hills tower abovo her on the southwestern and northeastern fringes, and 
on the southwestern and eastern skirts also the Carnation and Ho-Hollester rig 
A ridgese Part of tho city was built on the sides of the Mo-Hollester ridges whe 
whee everything had been swept clean. On account of this great barricade of 
surroinding hills the cities of Evangolistin and Evangeline St clair vere 
considered typhoon proof, but it was only an nag innry protection, being 
swiftly provon to be a flimsy frabric indeed. 
Fortunate ly however this storm passed the range of the 
Blongiglanenoan and Boyking islands, but nevertheless in the sorthern parts 
of Angelinia the roaring domon of death had already reaped a grin n and hor 
rible harvest of lives and property for ovor a thousand miles since it struck 
the shores, and as it trailed along tho Angolininn const it was feared 
` Si sure that this scremiing rad hell of wind and flood cloudbursts, would 
move upon tho islnnds, but tho stor swerved noro to the oast, and passing the 
islands without doing any damage, move still more: eastward and advancod on 
all the coast towns of Angelinia, and head on for pvangolaitia in particular. 
With a roar of a million cannon it s swept ovor the hill tops, prostrating 
whole forests, und soon every ridge ond plains stick was u scone of devastata 
devastated trees and townse The uproar was indeed appolling a vertible 
crash of hell and wind hell of fury fras tho clanor. The typhoon carryi g 
carrying all before 1% rushed through tho velleya with tho nogt and deadly 
precision of sae ominogont owing machine.

Thundor and lightning broke heavily and 
torrents of rain a regular sumer st ona before the outbreak of the greatest 
cf imem typhoons. Tt was when the rain was at ite height that the various 
colored clouds seonod to nove in various directions, sano crossing each other 
and moving like cratory birdse While at the same tite n qu queer mass of 
3 ink lacl black clouds wero seon approaching with indescriable swiftness fror h 
q the southwest, while a dull bom sounded in tho distanco.

Many weoks before this great typhoon grout cyclonic conditions un- nom to all 
prevailed on the Angelinian and Me-Whirthian seas on accaint of the hot waves 
passn passing northeastward fron the southern Ho-tmirthinn seas and tward the 
regions of the plengiglo.onenn islands.One frirphtful storm already reported 
had already struck a portion of Calmonrinia(Calverinia) scathing the entire 
eastern Angelinian shoreline for hundreds of miles, gelling south: astorn 
Calvorinin and only particially damaging the interior, lany other storms had 
been reported raging far out to the west of tho plengiglaionoan islands and 80 
several storms of tho Terrgejan nature moving in the sane course weve nre 
dicted during the Faster sonson raging sevoral hundred niles of the „lon 
giglasenean 18 1andg. One of these storas struck the Boyking islands howavor 
and committed great havoce Another of theso devastated a large part of the 
southern A Abbioannian coast, and galled calverinia in tho northwest, Another 
of these terrific storms which had progreoved northoastmud without hätt ing 
any of the islands had been raging along tho Ango! inn coast for sevoral 
days but did not wake itself present in any of the largor cities. 
Tt had been of torrific vol 4enco however, and dew troyed a lot of ship- 
ping along tho Calverinian coast, where near tho city of Calverine for over 
three days waves over ono hundred and eighty feot high rolled with the 
most irrestiless energy, swooping omy every tree, villinge and living being 
syvaaping the wostorn portions of the city of calver ne and tearing and strandi 
stranding coral, blocks weighing ono iundred tons threo miles inland and '

can try to imagine the power of the biggest of these wonderful serpents who 
can with ona blow of it's powerful tail shatter a watersports, chango 
it's course whils whirling with it , ride with or against the mighti eat 
typhoon wave and as easily q xonquer a dragon as a fly swapper kilts a fly. 
Evans had never seo n any of these Elengiglonenoan 
Sorvents before, neither did the serponbs ever sos hin before the reuson 
of their hostta on in approaching the human beings-Rove however wns the 
first to reach them and ho syed then critically for several nonents recog 
nizingthe littlegirds and grunting. f 
The abbiannnian governere with the Little girls Violet and her 
sisters had been absent fron this reuson for months, and at their first 
appera appearance the Blengiglomenean serpents wind not been able to make out 
who thehuman being were. The serpats had indeed changed their quarters 
onaczount of the last eruptionand the serpents had believed that the 
little girls had forgotten them, or had bean killed hy the wicked lande!

Ine car ms painted pray and unknown 
to Hango n had a Glandelinian banner on the sides s 
Not ar all of thee creutures arare hedious+Sone are fairer than tha Blen 
gigloneneans but aa it is helievd these crimacian gazooks rarely show 
thaselves to humans and when they did it was because of invasion of thoir 
densThy did not like the light of the dayse They are us equally as 


powerful as any of the Blengigtonanaans, but venenous ond terribly fr fer 
ociors when ag angered . Hanson had remembered that they had just left the

From the rear of Shoemanns remaining wing which 86411 stood its ground „came 
the tremondous roar of cannon trained upon their flank and the sudden roar of 
musketry at ana new and unexpected queter quarter. More stubbornly shoentanns 
men stood their ground using the dead bodies for breastworks while thoisands e 
reloading their guna within rag range of the attacking forces waited for the 
to cane close up when they were all shot down or galled y by the bayont 
bayonets being exposed too mech to the awful fire. As the enemy kept up the 
violence of their deadly fire ,t e the Angelinjans woreumnzed, while the poor 
Glandelinians were thesolves amazed to see a more monsterous column of 
Ange 1 in dans swarming forward at such arush that their flank was fully exe 

posed, while every abandoned Line of breastworks were svarning with the 
Angelinian victors. Shoennns entire line for the moment now seemed entirely 
hidden by a pall. of smoke as tho ,landelinians opened a generals fire with 
all their muskets and cannon had “they had bf brought up to use, tut 
t he Angelinians despite all this contimal havoc were pushing their vay 
stubbonrly ove over the wol defended works, while shoenanns mon were vainly 
striving to check then. 

All of a suddon from the main line of christians, and fro: behind the ;

leaders thought within themselves that indeed this battle was lost for it 
w was positive now that nothing cowld check the advance of the christians, not 
even the most stubborn resistance of the min line applied directly on the 
right wing. Bicknells qiandelinians also n could not at all check the strad 
steady attack of the large columns of christians, and though the awful withers 
withering fire did pour a tear awful gaps in their 1 main line of assault they 

only closed them again, and as quickly as they apeared as before, and oon 
tin cgntinued the attack with redoubled fury. 

The Jardelinians in front of picknelis main christian columns had been tho 
first to fall back the grand attack of „icknells Angelinians press ing the 
entire gray lines back and clear out of their position. Thy now noved furious 
ly on Obstinites ma, and theso glandéelinians despite the fury of the desporate 
christian attack retained their ground stubbornly though they were pliterally 
surrounded. Indeed moving with the most irres bäble and tremond ous forco 
trard the retiring ,landelinians was a line of hattle more than fourmiles 
in length under the direction of Hanson vivian, and in their most great force 
and fearful action hundreds of thousands of rifles and muskets, every sword, 
pistol and cannon, flashed fiercor and brighter, and indeed the fierce on- 
set made by the christians had been alJ, the time met by the most stubborn 
defense but in vain, Far across the works they charged, many of their colum 
even be ing riddled by bullets. Line after line of riflepits, field fortificat 
ions, and intrenciments were captured by the angelinians after a most fear 
ful struggle, and now their fla s waved in triumphs The thunder of the 
christian batteries and the still murderous discharge of firearms broke 
the loud deafening chorus of the victorous hosts and as they shorted their 
approaching victory along the entire line. In the meantine one of tho 
generals had withdrawn about fifty thousand men before any more of the 
Glande linian columns were pressed back, and charged the christian batteries 
with bloody and myrderous fury, but ran into an awful ambuscade, while the 
Glandelinians anid the most dreadful carnage of the battle were for a 
timo in the greatest confusion, while the Angelinian ambuc anbuscaders closed 
in upon‘their adversaries and a titanic struggle raged hand to hand with 
deadly fury. The main officor of the arillery men saw the critical 
situation of these glanielinians and Openod fire with agreat murber of 
guns only to have their shells fall among their om comrades and increase 
the confusion, while the indelinians tried with all their night to force 
their way through the ambush but was nen e hemmed in only the closer. 

The glandelinians furiously resisted the attacking colums of Angelinians but 
were beaten back and driven upon the bayonets in their reare 
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jin encouraged by tho desporate comands of thoir officea the glande~ 
Ilan fought like demons to try and got out of tho ammsh, and though thoy 
sversuccossful this timr the survivors could not stand before the terrific 
dithering fire of the swiftly persueing christians but at last with fixed 
Hyvonsteand after fo reforming their shattered lines, they charged the yelling

a minvte.With continuu continuous fury they tore among the biggest glandelinin 


Glandolinian columns in unbroken succession. From all the christian batter 188 
in h this terrific engagement not lese than 77,567 roinds were fired by 

the Angelinians: to no response fran tho foe who were too panic stricken to 
return the fire. Before this the first or advanced line of the foe which 

had advanced to within three thousand yards of the christian line had retir 
ed crushed to fragients without striking a single blow, having been complete 
dy riddled with shot. Calmannia shoaannias advanced guard had lost noqrly 
nearly half of their own two thousand men and their lines had been badly 

and canpletely penotrated by red hot shot, storms of canister, shrapnell, 

and even high explosives, having recieved thirty large gaps in their columns 

and the flying shells as the nen were jammed together killed scores 

and wounded hundreds oe per socond, and the few surviving lines were in such 

a rickety condition that every solid shot crahing through also killed and 

wounded manye 

The other lines were also broken and their panic for a tine unmanageable 

while the rest of the large columns had recieved so many huge gaps that 

they could not be closod as long as the frightful artillery fire and carnage 

contimied. 

Calnannia Shoemannia hastily withdrew his columns and reformed then when cut 
of rango of the christian guns. To follow up their advantage the christians 

now made a furious assault and assailed the enemys lines in heavy nunhers 

but were repulsed am driven back to their main lino. Julo Bonligan now swept 

forward with his nen and fearful was tho struggle that raged between the two 
fierce enemies. The fighting was insedious and vehement, and during the 

time the glandelinian works wore strewn with dead and dying _landelinians and 
christians cam canbined other christian columns came to the support of 

Julo Benligan in heavy numbers and the fighting along a battle line of 

twelve miles grow so foer so fierce and deadly that Shoenannia becane horrif 
ied at the slaughter and wished to ceaseit but picknell told hi that: 

he was bound to see it through and world not give up now for anything. 


Sim1ltaneously general iter Jonnings cno on with heavy forces to add 


to those already attacking but now the enemys batteries having in the 
meant bas arived opened fire upon thechristian divisionse:;ith with frightfy 
frightful fury and walter Jemings army being threatened with annihilation 
withdrew. General dest ins was also in this great st etruggle which raged 
along his lines for two hours and his assaulting columns were only driven 
back when he himself fell mortally wounded. Two more times his men made a 
charge but those two tines amid the drendful carnage they were driven back 
again with three generals James Benedict, Frank Tllion, and Hande r Werner 
severely wounded. The nlandelinian works seemed to blaze, but despite their 
deadly fire Julo's nen themselves swarsedvover the enewys works in frightful 
overwholaing mnabers driving back the glandelinian columns, and though 
they tried to retake their wgrks the Lande! in lang were driven back with the 
most heavy losse Though the „lange in fans were exposed to a most destructive 
withering {ire they charged again and again with frightful fury, the roar and 
din of the conflict keping up as steadily at this point as at any othere 

u These charges wera also repulsed with the nost 
dreadful loss es but the ,landelinians troops returned again to the heavy 
assault against the overwhelaing mmbers concentrated, against them, and 
despite the continous and dreadful fury of the knawing and insedious christ 
dan fire, and endeavored with all their fury to recpa recapute the works, and 
though they were beaten back with torn and tottered lines, they continued the 
attack with utmost and mazing fury, surged up and over the works, with the 
ferocity of demons, but T, 100, 000 Angelinins Angolinians opposed them and 
amid the dreadful carnage and dreadful losses the christians surprising 
and sad to say were last driven back fran the works, the enemy having 
charged again and again with titanic ferociġ driving thon back, and then 
recpatured all thothe worlks along yunctine pine dr‘ving the christians away 
with the loss of II - 100,657 in killed and wounded along this point, 
along with the others. The glandelinians had slightly won the five days battle 
of Pullaway but at a terrible cost having lost over 800, 000 in killed 
and wounded while the christian losses were less than that in proportunate 
even of those captured but sonething like 234,685 in killed wounded and 
prisoners.The christian losses had been at first stated to be about 987,566 
of which 789,000 had fallen in killed and wounded but these losses had been 
canpletely exaggerated and were not so at all. ne only success the enemy had 
accamlished was preven preventing general vivian fron at once laying seige 
te 7 2 ....

believed, and after waiting ten hours beyond the tise spacisfied in his sacond 
second notice to the socond glande ! in inn commander, yindernines batteries of 
three hundred thousand cannon opened a withering fire on the city with such 
destructive affect tha buildings by the hundreds of thowsanda per hour 
were destroyed, and hundreds of- thousands of others razed, splintered and 
blown down and also sot on fire, Ten desperate und bloody attacks which shook 
tho earth with the roar of battle was also mada and remilsed by the two 
sides and this all oceup occured on March I2t h.This desporate and bloody 
action on the part of the christian carmnder brought a speedy and vigorous 
protest from venoral Pyhiseian who accused general Aronburg of barbarity 
disregard of the customary usage in giving very insufficient tine for the 
removal of noncombatants, and of failure to attatc: attatch his siimature

Aronburg continued his pareleliol approaches to within two mileo of the 
city and on the next day recamenced the torrific and tremondous banbard- 
ment which was continued for hours, n and though the garrison convinced of 
it its inability to maintan maintain its positions slipped away fras 
the northern walls, aml all but five hundred nade th thoir escape. This 
ended all the aggressive operations against this point of the defenso of 
the city of pitanic Fair, but fros Beldons point a steady and destrictive 
banbardment upon tho interior of the city itself was continued mntill the 
whole city was battered badly out of shape shape. Aronimrg then atta attem 
pted an intrenco into tho city but a great force of the eneny had hid behind 
the long line of breastworks, and as on open ass It was made, fearful 
loss in life involved, and though Aronburg made this sacrifice he vould not 
capture the fomidable works, wiich bore upon its weakest point many deadly 
cannon. Three serious and violent attacks wore wade on the defensos of the 
city shultansously, at three different points, which were repulsed with the 
most frightful slaughter, new fortifications havi having beon Imilded here 
called the Callion trenches. The following assault the next few hours was made 
by the christjans in overwhelainy force, wio by this tine carried gll bof ore 
them, am after all tho labor and cost involved in the dofense of pitanic 
Fair, and in offensive operations against the city, it was captured by the 
Angelinians after a sea severe but not decisive battle. As soon as genoral 
Aband on ia with a fragaent of his creat-host reached yagnersville in his om 
invasion through the northern part of glendelinia, and had left genoral 
Fad, Hirdelee only a single line of retreat, the latter under Pyhiscian doc ad 
ed to-evacuate Titanic Fair, 

At thie tine genera 1 Pickerninny who was in comand of a force of 
Glandolininns at Jauestom was on the northern border of qlandelinia collect 
ing forces, and awaiting vagners troops frar the south, and tho large divis 
ions under Bedoldia Liensos comand fran the city of glandelinin and frar 
genpral James Body Lace, and Cootie as wolle 
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mies Pyhiscian evncauted mitanis piar on tho night of Harch tho Twontieth, 
au noved southward so rapidly that he managed to joling gonoral fandonia 
| tarolinia's forces in tho south twelve nilas away fran mitanic Fair before 
oulhi bo intercopted by general Aband on ia. Sihmltancously genval 
Irnturgs army entered the city of qitanide Fair and raisud tho national flag

i All the 7n tine the nain arny of „iandolinians had been 
Beating swiftly hy roads further to the east. Having thus eluded nis por 
at general Pyhisc ian zungen on to the valley of the landolinian river 
855 kalted at Beppo yecklace where he had a considerable battle and 
E zhtly checked a christian force for a few h days. Having failed to strike 
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his intended blow-Aronburg withdrew fraa snowflake Gap, and marchad on slowly 
slowly tward tho clandelinian river. At that timotho Angelinian army musbered 
at least 29, 376,345 n men, and the „anden inan force only about 18,997,666, 
but had more on cannon than tho christians did. Knwoing that he was greatly 
superior Aronburg decided to advance on Pyhicitan and force hin to a poot- 
ing. During this tine a great effort was heling makde by tho king of _landelinå 
Gade linda to strengthen Pyhiecians comasnd camand. And in a few dayna more 
it was inoreased by five hundred and s‘xty thousand more, whileza,s also an 
dincreasa of the christian amay had taken place by the arival of „uhnornann. 
Now Pylis o ans arny was still inferior tha to Ar onburgs, and soon however 
gee general glappe n und his divisions wore sent: to the aid of Callel hard 
pressed by the Angelininns along the boundgry line. 
Aronburg then crossed the boundary of the plandelinian River and established 
himself at Pepper-Hocklace, while Pyhiscdan after giving vent to resistance 
more furious than any he had given before and wiping out 100,000 ohr ast ian 
soldiers in a day and wounding a million, fell back beyond the tow and 
fixed hinsolf in a position naturally strong, ond soon mado stronger for 
tifications of works and parapets. During the second days battle of Pepper 
Necklace in which two hundred thousand qlandolinians woro fairly slain, and 
two million wounded, and in which a hundred of their bo nobles and gonorals 
fell also slain, a large force of Jandelinian infantry and cavarly were ob 
served moving on yindornines right flank, and tho christian comandor who 
had alt he oguld do to hold his position as his whole line was shattered by 
the violent lande l inan onslaughts, was puzzled to know whntbthe moaning wae. 
7 Theso movements were reully suscopttible of two inter- 
pretationse At first kinderndne was of the opinion that general Pyhdician was 
falling back still further before the thundering onslaughts of „ inmerunnns 
Abbiennnians far to the main christian 1 right, and that his bloddy denonstrat 
ion on tho ghristian 14 left was intended to throw his enemy off tho track, 
while the „ande l indan army badly torn mangled, and widely scattered by 
the vigor of the christian advance under z hanenmun wos withdrawing from the 
victorous advance of zdimmermaanns advancing main line, and were moving saith 
wards Later while his forces were moving forward after charging in the face of 
an annihilating firo ten times across a corspe strewn field, and advanced agai 
against tho now receding glandolinian armies, the christian generals was con 
vinced that Pyhsician was at te: pt ing to gain tho rear of the main ohristian 
line, and to fall upon its communications, which dspended upon a single 
line of raiirdads, fros Peppor-Necklace to yorthmmrd.e Botore the battle 
had begi g begun it did not seem likely that Pyhiscian would assail han at 
Pepper-Necklaco with his much inferior forco, and he had been sai satisfied 
that the plan of the glandelinian general must bo to turn his right flank 
and assure a position in the rear, which would compel hin to-fight at a 
disadvantage. So while his forces were now pressing forward, kindern ine order 
ordered Nero to withdrew his forces acrosa the rivery and hardly had those 
cr christian forces landed on the other side of the glandelinian river, when 
scouts out spying reported that innenso alandel inan foyces had moved on 
Pepper-Necklace a parent ly with tho intention to crush „iv innias right wing, 
and offe offer hin battles on the vory ground which yivianda had selected. 
Aronburg had no wish to avoid a meeting uns undor such cdrounstances, and 
ho sent over the other divisions he could spare, and moved those forward tward 
Pepper-Nocklace and hero tho battle raged furiously. 
While this ordor had been carried out and while the battle was now raging with 
all its violence, tho christian cavarly which had been throm out to the 
right, returned with the information that the divisions wich had recrossed 
tho river, had beon attacked so furiously by the glandelinians that two of 
them had beon reduced to fragaonts, the main line was torn to pisces, 
Zimmersanns main amy was shot to pieces in standing his grome against desper 
desperate assaults of the foe, and that all of two othor divisions were driven 
back frightfull; shat ttered with the loss of 189,000 in killed and wounded, 
and that a port Ion of the whole qiandolininan arm was on the march to gain 
tho christian rear. j 
This informtion proved to be too true. Knowing how the fir 
first line of the christian forces had been soverely depleted during tho first 
day of battle, and not aware of the strong accossions it nud recieved at 
this por od, Pyhiscian had in mind a repetition of the movema t novenent 
by which his glandelinians had worsted ‘tho christians on the blood: day 
before. This tine however instead of Arob Aronbury supposed of marching vont 
of the Red pidge nun and cross the fords, and Carefree Gap he intended 
to skirt the southorn extremity of this region and gain axposition in tho 
christian rear on tho railroad.

: They also planned to make-expaditions up tho lande! ina 
river soize Bristle moo station, crush the qglandelinian army thero and then 
move northward to Angelinia again and abandon the feint Invasion as planned 
though it did seem indeed to be a real ono at that. Although nost of those 
offensive land operations were on a smal scale comparatively speaking, thoy 
weve marked by great skill and boldness, and were vors ine intores t ing and 
intensely thrillinge One by ono the minor citios along the Onion piver were 
seized without any resistance, as thore were no amnios to defend them, leaving 
only Neptune, ,lader, cavannah, and Ohaybile which could not be taken 
without bloody battles, and which wore probably not captured for a long 
tines One of tho first importance of this minor expedition wan the one that 
resulted in the capture of port Manley, and the for. fortifications of 
Malnlyey situated on a iigh bank of the dirty Onion piver and comand ing 
tho approaches to tho city of Oh-My-Bile. Af ter a serios of Inhorais appronche 
approaches begun by Z umerzaann, sontinuded by Aronhurg, and brought to a 
successful teriaination by genoral Frank gooinows batteries bearing on the 
forts were vlocod at a distanc distance greater than that frar which a sorious 
bombardment of a fortification had beon attempted. After goodnow had got his 
batteries into position there wero seven hundred batteries in all each mount an 
mount ing a thousand guns, all motars, and other kind of heavy guns. Hindernino 
nade on general Nemo yohnson for the surrender of the fort, and fortificat 
ions but Nemo replied that ho had beon put thore to defend the for and tho 
fortifications at all costs, not to surrender it and that even he could not 
surrendor it as it was not his to do 80. 

Thon a most tremendous fire equal to that of the banbardment of 
Titianic Fair was openod and for twelve hours the Angelinians gumers rained 
a tornado storm of shot sholl, and high explosives upon tho fort and fortif 
ictions which replied nore vigoroisly with twice as many guns of artillery 
and after an ont ire banbardnent of fourty eight hours which shook the ground 
for eight hundred niles and broke windows in ali tho towns arang fron tho 
con concussion and made all furniture danco tho tango, und caused a loss of 
Allions of dollars in dishes and other earthenware and window panes, the 
fort and fortifications were reducod to ruins, Hindernine came into possossion 
of a very large store of ammmnition and had captured one hundred and fifty 
thousand prisonorse.

do as it liked. Aronburg supported by-a new coming force of Abyssinkilians 
went back to their old positions at gappalnitia.The enemys position was 
at once the most important, and the most defensible position on “he banks of 
the qlandelinia river. So little idea we was there of any general and 
seserious struggle for the possoss don of either position that the christian 
officers felt the least anxiety.The onemy just now after their crushing

just now in favor of the christian cause, and day after day they had seen 
without a pause all the prisoners that woro captured, cone in, and then be 
entrained for the prison camps in Angolinia and elsewhere. Many of the 
Glandelinian prisoners were officers of high and 10% rank, and few of then 
ever appeared to be generals. All prisoners that were taken were searched 

and examined and everything suspicious taken away fran them.Their own 
private belongings, such as money, and other little trinkets the Angelinians 
allowed their prisoners to take or keep, but everything olse which was 
suspicious looking the Angelinians kept for incestlgtion.If any of the 
prisoners ever proved to be spies it certainly would go hard with then, as 
now in their rage the Angelinians had no use for spies, and would shoot

Most of Pyh sictans troops badly broken and shattered had reached Erninies 
lanes by this time and not more than twenty minutes before _ladorlinias 
divisions came up on his right, and began storming with their desperate 
assaults. Pyhisicians right succeeded in holding its ground by taking 
advantage of an dnpregnable position which it fell hehind, but the car 
nage was meroilless and it was evident they could not hold it long, and 
the main glandelinian commander again sent a frantic appeal to shoemannia 
to send him reinforosments. During the time only a purt of the christian 
left was seriously engaged there being too many men to placo at one given 
point at once, but Pyhisician was rallying and reforming the rest of his 
shattered army on a low range of steep hills hald half a mile-fron the 
tom of Jennie picheo, and all roads covering tho approach to yennie 

: picheo wos guarded by parks of artillery, and here he awaited the attack of 
` pgicknell which cane with frightful vehenence, ani for e time the left wing 
of his force holding the hills was in danger of annihilation and also his

And yet the christians Rost no generals of or 
officors of any rank at all so far. The Angelinians almost surrounding 
Pyhisicians position kept up the fierca assaults upon his works for three 
hours, but despite the awful pressure on his om right and center the main 
zlande L ininn general managol:t o hold his position, and with the help of 
these hundred pieces of artillery al, all gathling guns cut the christians 
dom in whole lines. This however would not have done any good, and tho 
christians had nevertheless carried the works, and was about to carry 

all before them, when general gicknell and the other main commander of 
the christians foll wounded amid the s dreadful storm of carnage, and this 
drovo the christians to consternation, nnd when the enemy counter charged 
thy they ma managed to drive tho christiana back with appalling loss 
with tho christian generals yohnnie Snieder, cabnann Sh Scu sehnunann 
Jennie Hanson,, Walter John Harrison, Patrick onnie, James yyovembeen,

This indeed was a sweeping disasterous repulso of the christinn army under 
pickneli ani worse than an defeat of a a qlandelinian gray itself, for 
the whole of picknells amıy was cut to piecos, and the landelinians had 
swept before them the remainder as a sweeping cyclone does over a field, 
routing the christians indeed in the frightfulest confusion ever heyond 
description. This was a victory completo, for ,icknells army was scattered 
beyond rally or reformation, but would this success revainfVell: we'll seo.

The enemy now along tho whole line of assault advanced with irrestible foreo

Stanck vas amazed at the furious resistance of the christians made, and not 
wishing for useless slaughter, and getting suspicious that it vas a new 
christian army that confronted him and not the other whioh hemipposed had 
rallied against him, ordered the men to take advantage of o all objects 
of protection as they attacked, but despite every pracaution.they were still 
mowed down in masses, and fifty officers on the side of the ,landelinians 
fell at onde all along the front of the assaulting line, and nearly over 
a thousand were wounded, ten thousand of the ,landelinians being mowed dom as 
long as the assault lasted. Tho slaughter seemed indeed~as appalling as at 
many other battles in other wars combined, and yot the plandelinians wera only 
enraged by their lonses, and besides.half drunk with whiskey which they had 
stolen in the city they had been bereaved of all reason as it seemed, and 
came on with the most reckless fury, sweeping up to the very works and asadl 
assailing the christian lines with the fury of a million demons.

So if 
you dare to shell my lines under any circumstances so do 30 then for all 
I care. But you won't dare because there are so many christian dofs in the

General paldwin showed the note to general yanson who ordered all his officer 
officers to don thoir remilas ani hold council with him. This ws done and 
soon Hanson with all the officers were seated around a large circular 

‘table in a long and vigorous debate. Hanson had it in mind to remme the 
battle by attacing the enomya army in full forse, but all the other officer 
generals were not in favor 1 of it, and as they would not abandon the saige 
either he at last decided to rain a storm of shells on tho enemys batti» 
ments and blow thom to amitereeno if possible. Tt was aterrible decision 
to be made, and all were indeed of the apprehension of the outcame, and 
several officers had tried to send wrninga to the helpless people to hide 
in thoir collars for safty but no one could got inta the city. 

At ten o-clock the next morning the christian artillery broke in their horr 
dble and universal uproar, and socn streams of shells were blowing the region 
regions of the enemy into the air, tutidings crumbled into ruins fron the 
sheck of the concussion, Me torneke pottese werno Baldwin himself had 

a long line of howltsers trained upon the battlements along with two hundred 
thousand centemeters nnd these scon showered a storm of high explosives 
upon the batt lemnts which d seemed to the christians to rise into the 
air like smoke clouds of a vi:-volcanic eruptione Tndeod the effect of the 
cannonade was frightful, but unfortunately however tho battlements were 
armed with the bigger guns, the biggest pins evercneon in that world, and 
soon these woro adding to the frightful earsplitting din of the cand cannon 
duel as the onemy answered with redoubled fury and such drend fu! onrnags wns | 
caused among Baldwins artillery lines that he had to have most of the 
artillery withdrawn under cover. Hanson realized that the onem had 

feund the mark and gave orders that all the christian artillery was to 

be trained upon t he battlononts und elon; tyara talw o-closk, (Maybe 

you would not believe it) five hundred thousand guns ware thundering in a 
most ci continuous and dadeafening roar that fairly-shook the country for 
a thousand miles. Noth Notwithstamting all this the -landelindan gunners 
seemed to be the bəst marksman that ever handled artillery for nearly 
every shot hit the mark, and during the frightful oarnage over trenty 
thousand were stain by tho storm of explosions, and nearly twenty generals 
killed, and one hundred wounded mnong the wounded being galdwin and 

James Gannon themselves. Hanson soo ing the frightful havoc vas at a lost of 
what to do for he was realizing that tho enemy hadthe advantage of artillery 
and were blowing up on him scores of guns every half hour, besides slaying 
so many sold lers, and wiping out whole artillery battalions, and desolating 
the land for twenty miles. Yowover it hapvened to be that most of the 
battlements were blasted to fragaents, tha stockades were in flames, and 
this soon caused the enonys artillery fire to slacken.This tw terrible shell 
dng of the battlement with nearly two hundred and fifty thousand cholls per 
hour bring up to my menory pictures of tho bloody soige of Pullaway of a 
singular nature, grewaone, weird and tinged with fate. When all the 
christian guns opened fire there being azout three hundred thousand alt o 
gothet, a whole half of the whole front of the battlenenta had been displaced 
and set on fire and badly wrecked by the explosions of gang-gagng shells 
which had seomed to tear the earth asunder with thoir frightful din. Wat a 
picture indeed the ruins mde of the general wreckage that overtakes his 
greatest works whon man turns his hand against fellow man.But the picture 
could be full of contrast.

The fire had started in a low tower and ‘advanced forward and swept this part 
of the battlements clean though making it necossary to abanion the works Evidn 
Evidently the fire sor? service was whooly unequal to tho tasks of controlling 
the seg of flames: for this part of the battlemonts was only an hour in the 
‘tremendous action.While furnaces of fire compelled the landelinians 
to abandon the works the explosions wrecked the structurés, and made it- 
impossible to be sue used again. Hundreds of power store cellars explodad. 
The largest powder store house blew up the protective floors and opened the 
serface along the armour seans sheoring the floor beans Before relieving its 
itself upward a score of gang-shells exploding sirmiltaneously blew up two 
towers, sone of the bigrest machine guns, leveling the gun engines, and also 
all the guns on the front sides Other shells reuching the cartridge collars 
expld exploded and thoir fiery explosions set these to explode also ina 
voleanic ur uproar. This groat volume of explosions raised whole floors 
tore awy the fastenings to the the ventical armour, tore down the walls ani 
their min redoubts on both sides, leveling them completely and blew off the 
side platings on both sides for five hundred foet so that any one could see 
daylight through the battlements with its battleship like materials. These 
awful explosions were couplete illustrations of the effects of iternal 
cartridge explosions ani if any one has any doubt as to the explosions 
and thelr destruction it will be sufficient to let the reading go and cast 
aside the book. The battlements, guns and ordinances equipment were still 
in fairly good conditions but as'to the battlements the iternal explosions 
completely wrecked the structure. Along tho central portions of the battle 
ments the havoc was even greater than on the northern ond. the effects of 
the christian fire being terrific and horrible. The uppe works, towers, 
ventilaters, and sides woro literally riddled by the worse kind of gang-sgann 
she Is. The nine inch shells were particularly dostructiva.One of these shells 
a ons ton gang-gang-sholl strick the narrow space between three of the 
biggest of the Glandolinian cannon and the gun ports of tho forward heavy 
batt lements turrets and by wedge action tore off all the miour n and 
blew the t urrent sll to p iocos with the whole section of the battlements 
killing five hundred mon simitanoously and as to say in exploding it 
killed every man on that part of the battlement. : 
Terrific as was the gun fire it was secondary to firo or 
the conflargration.

out. Every vistazo of infmal inflenable naterial was gone, with only 
suoking cinders and ashos to show for its existance, the fierce heat having 
buckled the plates, wraped the beams, weakenod: the girders, stanchion locka, 


and pillars, causing the weights to collnspo. In ry judgonent fire, and not 


the shells is the greatest dangor of warfare, whethor for warships, cities 
d? defa defended by battlements or battle lines during a conflict. Here on 
the center of the battloments Junan be Anga lay strewn about in thousands 
with the caresses of children they'meunt to slaughter n11 charred, and in 
nost cases burned to a crisp or in completo ashes. Added to the havoc and 
shells cano the explosions of the store houses filled with ammunition, more 
terrific than the storehouse explosions on the nor thern end.The walls and 
floors were cracked literally across and the ends would have collasped and 
dropped off but for the support fran tho Samer f ground beneath. The joints 
between the vertical arior and the floor arnor were torn off or shattered. The 
northern side of the battlemonts and the walle above the belt armor hung 
several fect outside of the arnor belt. The plating was blowm off or tom 
the whole lengts on the south side » the fragnents scattered one thousand 
eignty hundred and seventy yards.Anyhodys mind could be wrapt in contemplat 
ion of the magnitude and coapleteness of the desatmiction. Each portion of 
the battlements seeed a greater wreck than the first. me effect of the iternd 
iternal explosions were terrible.

They had searcoly pasaed through the alley before they were asoniled by a htr 
renne of smoke, sparks and cindors which noarly blindod and suffocwted thone 
Both thoir bonnata woro nnen intel blam off thoir heads while the cinders 
flying as thick us blizzarda of hail and snow woro falling upon heads, arns 
hands, and ovon flying at tines in their faces slightly burning thom. To add 
to the owbrassment of the situation as they moved along soveral child fugitive 
fugitives in front showed sims of fainiting, walle thoskirt of yilolots 
mother took afire, while tha two wo en were crossing a sidewalk that suddenly 
blazed fiercely under then, and her caupanion had no sooner torn it off when 
a big sholl landod in the houso just across the stroos behind them, and the 
explosion made such a conoussioj that both thoy and tho child fugitives wore 
tirom clear off thoir foot/ lifted for ten foot and rolled dom a stair 
way leading to a basoment fran the sheck. The building struck by the sholl 
was shattered to fragnonts by tho force of the blast, and tons of debris 
showered the streots, minl mingled with flying pianoes, furniture, clothing, 
beds and all kinds of household goois which were scattered for two blocks 
by the explonion of the gand gang shol le By bå being throm dom the steps 
both the wauon were dazed, but the children wo had boon nearer to the blast 
had beon killed.Both wauon by the flash of the blast which had roached 
clear across the stroot wore slightly burned about their heads, facos and 
hands, and vo evon “heir clothing wore burned into rags by tho same flash of 
the exl ex explosion. Far behind thom as thoy looked in that direction af tor 
clinbing the steps they saw overything was onveloped in s1oke and sparks, and 
hers and there a neighboring house was on fire, while the tuilding which 
had boon raised by the high oo explosive was alroady beconing a raging 
furcan furnoce. As they continued on they saw now that they were being por 
sued by a wall of fire and smokes Violet's mother heard a frightful scream 
that was heurtrem ing, and like h the shrieka of murdered children, and glane 
ing up to whero it came fras, thinking that it came Trou a house top she 
saw a high oxplosive a decend ing just where she ani her caupanion were 
walkings Immediately she grabbodcher canpanion by the arm and threw both 
herself and her canpanion into a badozent just as the sholl landed int o 
the middle of ‘the strecot sbrset, exploding with an earsplitting crash, that 
tors a huge gap in tho brick covered street, and shaking dom a large muibor 
of houses on both sides fror tho concussion. Tor a mouent they both stood 
still paralized with fear, and then realized how narrowly they escaped they 
thanked god for their delevoranco.For a maaont, and trembling with their narre 
narromosus of the escape, they stood still watching the fire ne ita 


advanced untill they could soo that whole districts jn the distances was nor 
a mass of smoke and flanes. After recovering frar tho shock of their fright ` 


they continuod along soon caning upon thousands upon thousands of wonon and - 
children and hundreds of horsos and dogs which wore fleeing for their very 
lives as it wore. 

All were other carrying trunks, chairs, tables, beds and household furniture 
of every description. It seened as if theso open streots ought to be safe for 
a tine and yot evon there many porsi porishod fras suffocation. The sparks 
and cindors were. falling as fast ani as thick as hailstones following a 
tornado am to add to the discaufort and dangor houses ahead bogan to burn 
and the heat and smoke became so intense that it inoroa increas ed 

the panic of the crow. The two women were now mich alarmed at the bright 
rousing glow w whioh illumined the southern nightly sky.They caw that a 
dreadful disaster started by thoso murderous sholls was dapending: over 
Pullaway, and the extent of tho fie was gotting larger overy minute. 

Even an hour after aftor thoy had escaped frou the prison the fire had cross 
crossed the south branch of tho PPulleway river which was ruming through the 
city and that portion of tho city as well as the wt and southoastern por 
portion seemed now a blaze of fire. Tho progross of this wall of flame wes 
frightful, and to add to thoir peril the sholle and high explosives ware 
dropping even more frequontiy.Violets mother and Hans ons wife stopped for 
another manent to watch the progress of the flames or the billow of fire 
and contempt lat ing the destruction going on around. 

The fire had passed north of St Anns Church on St Peters 

streot a mile fron the prison hthey had escaped from, and they knew that 

the building was safe but the fire soon began to extend to a northerly direct 
ion and the church mas quickly envoloped in a mass of flames. The two women 
now became seriously arl alarmed and ran north on Angeline Stroet to Tappo 
Avenue so as to get ahead of the flames, and escape tho inferno of fire and 
bursting explosives. Pullavay indeed began to look like the woeful city of 
Dis in Dantes md mferno, and at this time the fire was tho most grandly 
magnificent scebo that scone that any body could conceive.

All along the nort heide where stood some of the loftiest buildings in the 044 


city, and on Willhurn and glanson streets it was considered that comparative 
safty was assured, and yet this quarter of the city was doomed to the converg 
ing point, for the four armies of fire that had parted fran oach other, neared 
a Lig gas houso. The furious march of the fire straight northward tward a 
roy of other Angelininn Courthouses had been noted, that which hurried fran 
the southwest and tward the river, the others moving from the southeast, and 
straight fron the west burning all before thei. The army of fire was slower 
in ite labors, and in its advance fran the west, but the more dentructive in

Drayo and expross wigons, trucke and conveyances 
for every conceivable species and size crod crewed across in indiscriminate 
haste. Pedestrije pedestrinus carrying every imaginable artical, some on 
their heads, some in their hands, histled and cromied against ons another in 
their desperate endeavor to reach a» point of af ty. They felt it a struggle 
for lifs, and frenzied as they we were seemed to lightly regard the 
lives of the others. The Virgins convent on Failens street notwithstanding 
its munborous windows resisted stoug stoutly against the onslaught of the 
flamas which wero around and beyond. For nearly an hour the seomingly fire 
proof house hold ite ground, when suddenly a wreath of smoke or flame 
cans from u window in the third story, anothor and a o another followed, 

and soon the entire macy of buildings vas an inferno of finmes. The 
immense Catholic stores soon followed, and the river was then reached and 
crossed on the north. 

In the meantime burning embers had been carried 
dn prefuelon over the river to the northside, and fires had broken out 
in soveral isolated : lacos, ani wan spreading in its unwn umonted energy. 
At half past three a burning mas: maga of felt and good si sized tinbors 
were hurled through the uir bhy the gl gale thin then blowing, and: 
Cansons live livery stables north of the river was soon in Planes. Soon efter 
three oslock in the night a fire brand apparently twenty four feot 1 
in length cm whirling through the air and dashed itself against the 
pillar of tho southwest corner of the Pullaway Catholic Puplishing 
headquarters.

Tt sounded indeed like all the Dad ans of 
this wor,d world put together, joined by roal demons, and like if a million 
cannib’ armios w wore in a aimiltxeous uproar of yells and all kinds of 
deafening oxteries. The front lines of the enemy as they rushed to the charge 
again and again were fairly torn and shattered by the fierce resistance of tho 
Angelinians, thon there was a few minutes of suspansa as the whole line of 
soa ocanhes filled with thousands of glandelinians who vors firing away 
with their mskets to thousands of shots a minute wore riddled with bullets a

Thousands of tho 
denurilized glandelinines ges ing the Abus NEA in svarmsing orer their 
second line of works in long columns wore esiasd vith gros ter panis, aarging 
in ono general direction fleeing in tho wildest kasto, and governsng governor 
general manson hinsalf coming upon tho sceno on hearing of it we amsd to së 
sea ton giandolinian gorsrals torus down with the horribie eafucad nob whioh 
vors terror stricken in their vain endeavor te relly thes.Blood fiewsd like 
vapor eaters scores of thousands were fairly norsd down by the Zire cf the 
Calverinjens, and Abyssinkilians, ond qglandolinians on all sides were to bo 
soon frenzied with terror ani uncuctrcbable feg si and rage, and many who 
wy wore not demorilized helped in the work of trying to rally their panio 
stricken comrades, camaniing, and implorting imploring fighting hawt 
to control the frightful panic but in vain, they would not dare to meet tho 
Abyssintilians again ani threw off ali restraint, casting down all thoir 
weapons, and throwing off hats ard coats in thoir endeavor to run better.

The Abysninkilians n did not ad? advance 14 a body of 
wen in a charge, but like a panio stricken mob, rushing over this plain of 
death in Udescriminating haste ,hundveds of thousands of tha Abyss inx 1 dang 
carrying every imaginable weapon, as muskets Pistol, lanoos, long pikes, 
blundertushes, rifles, and double barrelled shot guns, and other handier 
weapons of svory inccnyeivable species, hustling and oromling forward in 
thelr endeavor to get at the flosing Glangelininus who wors being noed dom 
at each successive volley. Tho Abyosinkilians Felt it a struggle for life 
and death-and fronized with fury as they vere disregarded the lives of 
even ths Glande l inan officers of any rank, and reckleanly mowed them dom 
when ever they mnaged to es expcso thomselves.

men si u odmultanecusly with tterrible swiftness and fury. Tha renks of 
the christians were divolving like snow he fore the fire along the enemys lines 
which mde the scene look like if hell had broken loose, and the attack of the 
enemy was not stopped in the least. 

Hanson saw the danger so inminsntly threatening gonoral Taymonds Hannons 
christian aruy at Whitensve plaing and who with his T4, 174,000 mon endeavored 
to hold the enemy back in yain,- and as he saw hin failing, and recieving 
reports that generals claranss ROR, Wilbor Weight, end Ogun Hannon wounds, 
saw that tho only thing to do was to tear the enemys lines dom with his mda 
batteries which had remined inactive all this tète and re inf oro Raymond 
Hanson with two million more for the oneny were 1 nearly e3 h 8,000,000 
strong. He nord utterly paralized at this unexpected change of the onemys 
attack and galloping up to genoral Baldvinfon ho ordered hin to open his 
five hundred eannon on the enemy and requested the cannoneers to literally 
mow down the enemya whole line if possible, while he requested general 
Antonio Phitiipue to advance with 3,900,000 men to the support of general 
Raymond Hanson. All tho cannonosrs opened fire as rapidly as cannons dd bs 
fired tearing the enemys line of s uasuult to shreds, while the 3,900,000 
men advanced to Raymonfs Naymondu res sue but when ho vas re inf orcesd the

Sho had started it with tho 
scenes inacted at Crowley, and ennie Wren Tom She had playa the bloody 
gumo thus far, and seemod’ at sae points on the winning side, snd at other 
pointa on the losing vide The Angelinians. after crushing the enemy to pisces 
had smashed dow the glandélinian invasion of Auge! ina at the vory start, 
and had then as already pred 10 ed invaded glandolinia and gave hor a good 
1680 4on on prepardtiess though the Angolinian armios had beon finally hurled 
out of the qlandelinian country on account of blunders caurned by their 
Officers who had not boon well trained, or who were not fully for tho higo 
linian cuuns.

The train going due northest after having travled along the tracks going 
west had been discovered by a foraging party of the enemy n and though 
thoy had not succeeded in capturing the train which had proved to be a 
tain full of children refugees, thoy nevertheless had tempered with the 
brakes, and the railroad train in almost entering Jennie ren ,,own collided 
into the rear of a large train going northwest, and which had stopped at 
the station to discharce a large nunber of passengeraeThe enemy had tampered 
with the switohman at this point causing the child refugee train to be 
switched on the wrong train, and thus the collision could not be averted. 
Fortunately that despite the frightfulness of tho wrevi, and loss of lives 
no one was killed or wounded on tho child refugee train, because the coaches 
happened to be made of perfect iron, thore being no wood except what had 
to be in the windows. 

But over fit. sebe sevon wore killed in the train in front which 
had boon canplotely telescoped to the last coach, and the steel coaches of 
the other train was emeshed in the wreckage of the coaches, that were so badly 
domolished in the other train. Of course yiol.t and he sisters were horrified 
over the wreck, but novetheless the christian soldiers there with the wreckig 
crew wero hastened to tho scono, and while the main maimed were being taken 
from the wreckage, violet and her sisters took another line to reach pansons 
lines as they had been instructed that nothing must delayvthoir return oxcopt 
whwhat could not bo helplede 

Nevertheless they had beon badly shaken up by ths scone, and at first 
they had even when they reached Hansons lines and gre t im the nens aage, 
thought the wreck a accident, and told panson this, but he soon fron later 
detailshthrough reports recieved fron gignal gtations along the boundary 
line that the wreck was a dastard acoue of the enemy to murder the children 
of tho refugeo train, and that the coaches being made of steel foiled thoir 
wicked plot, and that the chilsren were takon possession of by the christian 
troops, and the injured: in the wreck of the other train takon care of and 
the dead porsons buried. In the wreck of the other train however many had been 
children, for the wreck of the wooden train was so camplete that all on 
tho cromled coaches had little chance to escape. The main loss in lives however 
was im tho rear coaches, whore tho people had bean nore crode orowied, and 
in the other coaches, tho people had managed to either: jam their way out 
or laan through windows and so averted a terrible fate. 

It had beon the most disasterious wreck in the history of trains 
wrecks in Angelinia, and Hanson did not know what to make of it.The train 
which had been wrecked had elevon coaches mado of wood, and the ponderous 
engine of the other train had ploughed with irrestible force through the rear 
coache, the train having been running at a rate of sighty miles an hour men 
the wreck occured.

I havo for tho tine of uy se sorvice soon tho bloodiest battle of 
my sorvica thus far. At ono part of my center tho ono storm of onslaught was 
pactisularly sevore, and the asonilants wore rushing on with a fury that see: 
od to me that al! hell could not otope Unnble to stand tho frightful scons, 
that ensued when the roar of firing broke out with the roar of hell

he next morning goneral plack Brooks almost enconpassed by forest fires was 
compelled to threaten general paldwins army and‘ this brought on a desperata 
assault by made by thochristian soldiers.

Tor an ins tynt the thousands of surrivors made neither motion or sound, ant 
then as 4f by a singls Nuulse they charged forward u in the favo of an 
injulating blaze of musketry fire, and literally olenred the woods of ths 
Angolininns thousanie of which ran in their rst roat pulling sono of thoir 
wounded canrades with chem. Dur ing a11 this time along the christian center wi 
which wa not in notion yet thore was svidennos of actitiv activities, 
thousands of soldiers repairing bridges, olenr big eh channels under fire 
that had been chocked to impede their advanco while ronds wero being repcsed 
over which amanition wagons ware hauled out of the way of the continous 
firing, vy oxen. Many cannons belonging to ths eneny who had retreated after 
their om onset agaimt the Abysoinkilians wera found sticking in the md, 
broken wagons were found overturned in the ditches, while the hout was st if 
ling suffocating, despite the rain that wus pouring, mingled vith the ear 
splitting thunder rolls which had added to tho frightful din of tho battle 
goun gi going on along the left wing and which sven now was chasing. Even 
despite the rain the glanielinian snipers were everywhere causing a greet deal 
of disconfort to the laboring christian engineers extricating stalled roads 
and throwing up long intrenciments.It was indeed the greatest difficultiss 
that beset the Angelinians for it vad fearful to think of it but the: 
Angelinians had dntaaitable determination to surmount all obstacles. 

The full ongth of the new position of the glerdelinia: amy 
was betwoon the Eas Reter starring and yorma Burkee and hore indeed in 
the first of the battle the Angelinians had won a decided advantage which med 
wade plack Brooks army jeapordized for his whole right wing was mangled and 
srushed and ho had no resere reserves to replace the losses.The expscted

as to tear and split amy thousanis of trees, ani by the tine the

Tho concussion of the great explosion hnd been very extensive and the large 
tom of Fivizzan:ioe thirty six miles northeast of form gatheine, hni been’ 
demolished according to a dispatch to the Angolinian exchange tepegraph. oe 
The dispatch added that golerdarleriantonta, and „ontio christ oe wowere badiy 
wreoked but fortunately that no lives were lost. The easth enrthqunke shook pp 
produced by tho explosion which was heard at the distance to „orma catherine 
and sounded like a dull ruubling, only lasted thirteen secontis but never 
theless the population were wise enoughtto flee from their hones at tho first 
evidenco of approaching disaster, and shouting and wooping amid the confusion 
and ruin they watched the houses go tumbling dom into clouds of dust and 
wreckige.

The 
eastern Glandslinian arades had comparatively speaking a free field for 
all thogo monthsy they rale hundreds of miles unmolested by any christian 
army, while the glandelinian armies in the vent dii not even dare show a 
finger without danger of getting it hät.

The battle that was opened at Beppo june 2Ith 1912. with theccrossing of 
the Erminde pun by the amy in four columns wasos started as soon as 
possible by tho chri christian troops. One was lader 1 inias troops pro 
cosded bt Gloriaina at grminios Fords, the second general gipson cannon 
and general galdwin the friends of tho vivian girls led by ghraeder at 
catherines lonely hano, The onemy pickets wore brushed away, the pontoons 
laid down, and the troops wit their iimense trains vors moved to the south så 
aide of Bappo, apparently before general parger renlized the fact., An 
soon sas the crossing was made gimpson Gannon was fiercoly attacked, and 
also found himsolf for the tine be ing sope sepernted frou tho main Angolinian 
battalions, and confronted by a strong forco of lande An ann and Omar ian 
curdes, as dreadful in fury as the christian pondobians, 

These had engaged Gannon vigoriously and after a few hours 
of hard fight i g fighting, the Glandelindan force began to press hin back.

came to his aid and the fight ragod on with unabated fury, and soon inereasd

Near at hand and between the lines lay tho poor horses 
of thoue gune sadpletely riddled wih tho bullets of both sides, and tho 
dead and wounded themselves were torn to pisucs by the canister of the onamyn 
gathling guns, as they ewept the grond where the soldiers had fallen, The 
dust mingled with dry blood was nearly knée deep, and the fallen wsre alnost 
buried by the constant movements of the Angolinions, All this time the furios

A number of dest destructive and well aimed broadsides of musketry miles long 
wore fired in quick succession the enemy recloving a galling firevhole 
lines of the enemy being cut to pieces, and though repulsed the Angolinians 
kept up a long inunendurable attack, but this all disgustod Baldwin 
who had hopes that his enomy would have continued his advanceNow he was 
serry that ho had attacked. And hesidea he could not get at his bull like 
enemy without a great mesacre among his columns for now the foe had 
ocsup ied a good part of tho river, and though Baldwin Jaunvhed charge 
after charge he was only repulsed with the lost of ten thousand evory 
hour .The fierce fight was kept on for four hours without cessantion that 
morning untill fourty thousand had fallen on both sides, and then pargors 
attackers being overwhelmed by too heavy forces that wre last 1 
concentrated ampin ‘st him vas at last compelled to withdraw, and retreat 
to the other side. Darger then decided to contime the advance tut leave 
a large force to opposo Baldwin and frustrate his movement. So after an 
one lull the battle with Baldwin ws resul resumed with redoubled 
ur y. 5 
All this time the columns under general yack Evans continued their advance 
not knowing of the fierce attack that Baldwin had made, and the delay 
caused by this, gavo Jack Evans an hours start ahead o.: of the enemy 
for the bridge was already within sight of them though many milesvaway as 
yətə This samo general Baldwin had also beon a good friend of „iolot ‘ 
and he sisters and ho had also show himself to be a groat veteran fighter, 
Darger supposing that Baldwin also had been cheked and not knowing of tho 
othor divisions of the christian armies, whioh ho believed had stopped 
advancing, and with no apparent intention of leaving his canp while 
u ongnged with his other forces, hurried on dom the river, congratulat 
ing himself upon having gotten away so woll and having as he supposed out 
vit ted the christians altogethor. Meantime genoral Jack Evans and his 
whole force heard the severe firing, and as it ms cont imed so long, and 
van added by a perfect salvoes of, cannon and & explosions, kept a sharp 
lookout for tho other portion of judas pargers armies, hundreds of advancing 
sacar cavarly mon being posited’ on the river banks to watoh for his coming 
and to give warning as soon ne he appeared. Tha Then came the signal fron 
one of the cavarly men on the benk that a strange force of 2 anermannians 
was appreaching swiftly on the other side or on the side of the banks 
they wera on, am the Angelininns in the rear quickly extinguished all 
an firos they had mado and then proceeded with the utmost caution 
so that their presonco might not be detected, for they did not want to engage 
the enemy too soon espocially on their om side.

The Glandielinians were not willing to allow themselves to be worsted 

his way and recieving that it was genoral Evans who was mortally woundod,

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The angolinians vhn when which Jake Marous had led into the pass as well 
stated before had done their duty well but as it had seemed frmoss Able 
to get troops in tise the onomy had onrried It though at frightful loan , 
for the retreat was only a fiont a portion of Harous mon having moved 
around entering the other end of the pass and the enemy thus trapped wero 
given no quarter by the fierce Abyss ink 1 ang who fell upon them at the 
other portion of the pass and the thirty thousand glandolinians were 
massacred. 
Tf the enemy also could capture the position faicing the widly 

exposed plain then ask gaten and his host to forco his way into heaven. 


Meanwhile tho fight along the portion of the Angeline niver three 
miles away waxed hotter ani hotter dannons men fighting valorously against 
the Ouarians; Owmrrdans, and ginmeranndans, who were Obliged to at last 
recoil and during the ret reat many thousands of the glandelinians wore shot 
down in the swamps of gardinia Run while attempting to make a dosporate 
stand, but nevertheless great muzbors succosded in gott ing avay before the 
rising oooan s tide of the Abyssinkilian surges cut them off. Ten tines the 
Glandolindans struck in the same fashion apainst constantino Gannons

so swift was the Abyssinkilian rush, tut another line of cannon at a 
diffee different portion of the hill openod a storming fire upon the other 
portion of the advancing Abyssinkilian columns under pvansville Nero, while 
general „ichard gogar at another point who hnd drove back the foe along his 
om line of advance captured a park of artillery which had not as yet been 
unlintered for use. He and thes gunners pinaod them in position un 
unlimbered then and swept the remaining portion ef the enetys lines with a 
perfect stremi of canister added by shells, and crapeshot, covering the 
continued charge of the abyusinkiljans. As his guna moned fire it seemed to 
hin at firet that he swept dom all the glandelinians within his view. Genori 
General Carter ffrr 46 on had shwntaneously assembled his whole force and 
announced in stenterdan tones;

threo to four years old. And the thought that tho children had heen in dangor 
frou murder ing glandecinina ,landelinians mdo his hatred indoecrdable, 
The charge he mdo carried af hefore it tut in the dreadful carnage 

and while tho christian colwnna crushed the enemys persucing lino to 
fragaents, the glanielinians deliberately showed thom that they would 
have the children in their possession and did too slaughtering not all 

of them but the Angoliniane also numbering fourty thousand, another christian 
colunn of fifty one thousand had heon reduced to one thousand and paldwin 
hiseelf was anong the severely and most dangerously wounded, the 5

captured by the enemy the roar of the captured artillery fairly shaking 
the tops of the trees in the region of the firing~line. 

In endless fury ona charge followed another, the glandelinians encouraged 
to the utmost by their succosses pressing upon the shattered and crumbling 
lines of christians, the shrieks of agony being terrible while the discharge 
of musketry on both siden, and of the art illery in possession of the foe 
mingled with the constant yelling made a frightful twat of sounds. 
Everywhere shells vers xploding and the snokp hung over the battle ground 
like a great fog. The whole of gtevensons lino was slowly put surely 
yellding their ground shamefully before inferior numbers, and now it soomed 
as if the battle was lost, and Stevenson did not believe: that general 
gladerlinin had any intent 100 to gend him any assistance. General damion 
was the first to withdraw his forces boing enraged and sullen, and though he 
had crashed upon the onenmy in a murderous counter charge he was reprised 
in that attack, and the enomy’: returned such a sweeping charge that Gannons 
army also was crushed to fragmenta and Gannon badly wounded. Indeed 
general Stevonsons whole army was in danger of being completely routed, and

During a lull in the morning while the Baldwin who was with Hansons anny 
was concentrating his army, general godfrey on tho side of the glandelinians 
struck at Hanson suddenly. He threw huge armies across the main region of 
Glorinia's Run, and engaged the angolinians fiercely all along the line, 

a roaring battle line extending for six miles but his aiding general in chief 
Pemberton Phelanton was killed as he cleared the line of works on his 

front destroying everything the army needed on which to contime the fight 
with. But the disaster had been so- sudden, and christian reinforcements ha 
had moved up so sudde nly that the glandelinian forces atattacking thera 
suffered from terrinle losses that becaue almost intolerable. 

The suffering fran the christian fire was indeed terrible. deneral Lenna 

and Els zal advanced with groat bravery in the face of the terrific fire 
along tho christian line, and strove with all their might to drive the 
Angelininns before thom but they were cut dom in frightful numbers, and man;

The disorder among the qlandelinian columns spoodily grew into a panic,

had kopt up caused heavier losses among the qglandelinians, but one 

quarter of the charging columns had ran out of amnmition and were unable’ 
to hold out against the counter assaault of the enomy at this point. Despite 
the gallent dofense with tho bayonet the glandelinian forces poured over the 
christian position driving the Angelinians hack with great loss and 
capturing many prisoners as woll.ese The glandelininns were swooping forward 
with all their fury now, and yelis of rage and alarm came fran other 


christian defenders as the o monsterous columns of the fierco zinmermannians 
came into view. There was a sitr and a man movement iy the rear of the works

extending for five miles there camo a rolling sheet of moke followed 
almost instantly by a general discharge of many hundreds of field pieces 
and-gathling guns, and a storm of shrapnal, shot and canistor poured upon 


the glandelinians plowing ragged avemes in their lines, but nevertheless thee 


there was no pause in the advanco of the survivors, and soon the second 
general discharge of artillery-was added by a withering storm of musketry. 


There vas no responso from the glandelinians as yet but tho enemy raised their

As the mangled and torn columns of the glandelinians neared the works

the Glandelinians was irrestible, Though they wore shot, cut, bayonett ed 
and torn by hundreds, and dropped in platoons before the point blank 
discharge of the christian pistols and gathling guns, the surviving foe with 
clubbed ba b muskets and fixed bayonets ‘aino maintained regular order, 
advancing like a thick gray wall over the works, and drove the christians 
before them, ad and the combat would-soon have terminated, had not the 
reinforcing Angelinians arived. The glardelinisins furious over h: this 
redoubled their exertions an and fought like demons. 

The Angelinians endeavored to rally seeing that help was at hand, and that 
but a small body was now ov opposed to them, but thoir mmbers availed 
little. The @landelinians using their bayonets kept their line, and hewing 
their way forward, with pikes, bayonets and with well aimed pistol and 
musket shots poin point blank, and pressed the purple forcos so hotly 
that the christians were caupelled to break lines, spring over their 
works and recoil. The fight along another portion ef the line wa 

was still fiercer, for the assaulting enemy strove dsaperately to capture 
thew works, swarming forward 1k like bees. For haws the Angelinins strove 
with all their might to keep back the surging lines in gray fairly sweep 
ding them with a most torrific fire, the space being wide enoigh to give 
each enemy fair play with their firearms and beyonets, and for soma time 
tho enemy strove in vain to obtain a footing.

Soon t hese officers 
came: back bringing their saddles,thoir horses having boen shot from under 
them. A fter crosding the Swale the glandelinians kept the same steady step 
but met a dreadful witheing atorm of minnies fras the angolinian and 
Abyssinkilian sharpshooters, and as soon ag tho field was open tho christian 
infantry suddonly poured dom with a mighty roar a most destructive fire all 
along their whole line, which was now kept up during the entire assault, moy 
ing the glandolinians down In plant platoons niles longe The slaughter was 
more terrible than in any battle before, tho infilade fire of tho batteries 
on Port in Bartleote hills also boing vory destructive and inoessant. At one 
tine ono sholl would knock down six men anita o s ,,, ane sI and if 
exploding among a regiment of two hundred men annihilate a all. Deo, d 
Deldon dismounted to relieve his horse, and was sitting on a rail fenco wich 
ing very closoly tha movomonts of tho glandolinian troops. General

Deldon ms watching the troups 
supporting Faulen and believed plainly that the they could not hold together 
much Longer especially in the twilight that was gathering it being nearly 
eight oclock. He called Mantleshelfs uttention to the wavering condition of tb 
the two big divisions of the third corps and said that they would not hold. 
That Fadlen would strike and be crushed, and the attack would be a fallure 
not knowing that one million others supported then from another direction. 
As Failens divisions concontrated in making the final assault Carlieli 

foll severely wounded. As the divisions threw themelyes against the 
christian lines with terrible violence Rathyo fell and expired. The 
Qlandelinian flaga were planted on the christinn line and immediately: 
Burkhardt fall mortally wounded at the feot of the christian soldiers. 

But for the christians the- prensure of the assault was too much, the 
vavering divisions of the ,ngelinians them seomd appalled and broke ranks 
and retired in confusion, while ned aten the glandelinians swarmed around 
J Janas Gannon attacking on all sidesclike a wild legion of fienls, breaking 
and cutting his cama to piieous, and killing more than five hundred 
thousand during the whole assaulte 

They even drove the fraguents back upon the rear positions an} cecarried 
them also thoro being a mixture of men of both sides in pandanomdme 
Neve Nevortholess deapite this wave of gray domanntion general ivian was 
bound to check the assault at all costs and sem ing to his staff officers 
to aasist in collecting tho fragnents of his routed comands, he rode up 

to his uncaptured lino of batteries of one thousand seven hundred cannon 

k owing that they were all he had in front of the impenidng dend ing attack 
and resolved to drivo it back or snorifiso his last gun and man. Tho 
Glandelinians scremaing and shrieking with wild fury were advancing in lines 
o of battle miles long of over the sumnite of tho partly carried ridges 
am now these batteries fired again and again in horrible broadsides 

cutting the assdlants dom in many thousands per mi mite. The smoke grew in 
tense ani tho clamor of the cannon erash shook tho ve very trees donn. 
In the meantime genoral gormannia deployed more troops to join 

in the assault: so that general vivian would not be able to repulse the ono 
already raging. As the now gray line was delpoyed Deldon ran along from 

the left to tho right oxp exaiining the position of the new active christian 
line, hea and the othor officers could find. .. . General gesmmnin at the sans 
time gave orders for tho attack toma made by the right wing under genoral 
Deldon in person As soon as the troops wore in position and they could 

find the point against which they should march and givothe guding points, the 
advance was ordered about eight fifteen. The attack by the first divisions 
was and had indeed been mde in splindid style and soon the christian line 
a sscond time was broken and swept back by the imap impact. Thor retired, 
many hundreds of thousands of then t o a point called ,ogaliioss H2 113 
Hells behind boulders and fonces’, which gave then shelter and whore they 
recieved heavy rd reinforcoments.

by Pyrobara corps were destroyede Over this sumiit a mile long line of the 
21000 gimmernmminmidans sprang lightly forward out of the woods at intorvale 
thoir lines being woll kept moving rapidly upon the lines of tho 
christians still holding the ridges closely followed by another line of 
battle, ani then by another, and yet by a third. Who soild describe the never 
forgotten scons, the granduer of the attack of so many hundreds of thousands 
of men. General Kindernines men which were tho noxt to bear the brunt of the 
assault looked with great admiration on the differnt lines in gray rushing 
forward with an easy swinging step, while hundreds of thousands of puffs of 
smoke issued from the other christian lines still holding thoir ground, and 
a the ,landelinians fired in reply to tho christians, thoy came dashing 
forward and everything became enshrouded in smoke for nearly half an hour 
mingled with countless flashas like as if thoro were swmas of fireflies 
emong tho smoke cloudse The ,landolininns in their advance never haitated 
hesitad hoaitated for a momant but drove in at the onr stinn lines opposing 
thom knowo knocking thousands of then over by a biting fire as thoy rose 
up to return a discharge of musket ry. i . 

This was indoed the greatest charge that Fallen had ever made yet . General 
Vivian was just in the rear of the right of his main line standing upon 
a large boulder in front of his troops still inactive where fron the con 
fima configuration of the ground he had an excellent view of the advancing 
lines am could ses the entire formation of the attacking columns who ware 
nvarming over the hills on his left, and those caning in a charge for the 
positions along his vervown front.

By an undulation of the surfaco of the 
ground to the left of the treos, the rapid advance of the denso masa of gray 
coats was for a moment lost to view. An instant aftor they seamed to rise 
out of the carth and so near that tho expression on their facos was plainly 
seen, Now genoral yivians men knew that the tina had come and could wait 
no longer. Lying low they opened a dendly concentrated fire of artillery, and 
discharge of muskotry upon the moving mass in their front. Nothing human could

But while deploying his columns of „lande! in ann in the 
face of a sudden withering storm of ecanistar, ono of ths min o nern 
the main chief of the arvy engaging Ke~pOLlester called general Thomas 
Francis pusimann fell mortelly wounded, and general pnensverne who succaeded 
him was also mortally wounded, while genorals Flyknow,, ponn pusterson, 
Me-Hollester Holler, sp supreteniant gonoral Craniern goneral yoldonia 
Phelan ware killed, their divieions vere cut up and throm into confusion, 
while generals gmph-in-tho-head, and Breek-4n-the-neck wore severely wounled 
all of these generale having fallen at tho sane tine vith tens f of thousands 
of tho mon of each division oasanded by these leaders, This iumediately 
throw the whole ling of the qiandelinian assailants into confusion, and 
taking advantage of it, Meqolloster at enoo threw his forcas forward to the 
charge, and by nine o-clock not only recaptured his lost position but had 
gpined a position thas eamanied n part of the concentrated f Masonite lines, 
and in the melee the giandelinian generals sandersburg and Brookline with 
guase wera killed as they strove to carrythe lost position by making three 
yomendous counter chargede During tho lul which ensued nas fen as he 
could see and maks out the su sit uation Bunte could seo that Ko~, ollester 
bad won important ground, and had won his om battle along his om lines.

was disabled from a fall off hi! horse which van shot in fourty places at 
onga, and his division after an hours terrific fighting being oxhemsted of 
ites ammnition had to bo withdrawn, and its place was taken by gonaral 
Randalls brigades . These brigados moved on to the front, and ons to the 
rear as steadily as if on dr ip drill, Many desporate attempts were mado 

by the three hundred thousand giandalinians to disledgs r randall from 

the positien((Why not try to doslogge God fron hsaven) but all wore fruitless 
and resulted in the most sanguinary s laughter. Or Overpowered by mumbere 

the glandelinian columns ware driven back completely thoir lines fairly 
torn in p08, ani Shoanannia,bad to givs in, the fighting again tulling 
for an hour. Goneral Adola-Do-,arbe had onoo more tried with the fury of 
desperation to dislodge generat pivia pdivisions lines and again was driven 
back clear to his position his treopa leaving many thousande of dead and 
wounded and dying as thay ratreatod. While Adelo-No-qarbe wis naking this 
assault the Glanielinians in camand of thoir min batteries which all this 
time had beon inactive seo ing hay the atrugglo was turning out had opened 
fire with eight hundred cannon, and during Adele<Do<garbea onslaught there 
was an uninteruppted oannonads from TT, 200 oon, tho onary using all 
their available pes that they could bring to bear upon the christians. 
Hardy before in Calverinia had such an artillery duel bgen witnesaed, but the 
fire of the christian batteries toid fearfully upon the _londelinian batter 
ies.

Seigmory did not enter St yosoph's prison wherevthe scenas had

Hany old mem men, women of 
oven childran were stili living. They shared the fate of the other prisoners 
boing Ir: hewn to pieces and cut open by the pikes and sabres of the 
@lndelinians. The heads of rany wero cuf off and stusk on pikes nnd wre 
carried in triumph under ihe windows of the convent whe where thousands 
of vonen and children including yiolet's mother and aunt we were confind 
confined, and me held up to tho wid windows of the rom theu they 
vecupied for them to see. Violet ve mother and aunt fearless for them 
selves fainted at the ‘terrible sight of the palo-hends of the victims. 

W Stegmory remined a little distance frou St yossph's prison tramping 
resilesaly up and dom, half med with rage and horror of his powerlessness 
to interfere any way with tho proceedings of the vtrosches who were carrying n 
om the work of murder. At about two of o «clock a qlandelinian officer ran 
bye 
‘Thay have finished with them at Bt youeph'a prison ' the said with fiendish 
gles, and with a wicked look in his eyes.

ige igmery with the greatest difficulty ropressed hia desire to alay the

Glardelinians fron Bt yoaoph's prison arved theres Unfortunately he came dom 
by a side lane upon them, when they were within a few yards of tne convente 
H a great hope ms that he might succeed in penetrating with the exsoutioneers 
and find the wanen and aid them in making their way through the mobs in the 
disguises he had por purchaeed. But here as at the other prisons there 
was n method in the work of murder. The agents of the commune took 
possession of the hall at the entrance and pormitta pernitt @ nono to 
pass farther into the prison, the wardens and officials bringing dom the 
Prisoners in batchss, and so hand ing them over for slaughter. In vain 
gion Siegmery tried to penetrate into the imp part of the prison. He was 
roughly repulsed by tha men guarding the door, and at last finding that 
nothing could be done ho forced his way out again, and hurrying awny sase 
distence threw himself on the groind am burst into a passion of tears.

80 siegmery went back and waited outs 140 the prison untill the bloody
